In its first b u lletin, which will b e 
pu b lished within a few* day s, the rail­ 
road commission calls attention to the 
great nu m b er of accidents that have 
occu rred on railroads in the state in 
the last three months. The total nu m ­ 
b er of people killed on railroads in 
Ju ly , Au gu st and Septem b er w*as 107. 
Of this nu m b er ninety -nine w*ere killed 
b y steam roads and eight were killed 
on electric lines. 
The total damage

the accidents of the three months was

Soon the stranger will be illuminat­ 
ed. 
W hat he had overheard meant 
“Have there been any deaths from the 
plague.” 
lie may be inclined to take 
the nex t train out. but th at inclina­ 
tion will not last long. 
A little y ellow 
leaflet will tell him all about how the 
board of health and the government 
phy sicians have taken hold of the sit­ 
uation; how San Francisco is waging 
a w’ar against rats, because rats are 
carriers and breeders of disease. 
Be­ 
fore he knows it he has a liberal edu­ 
cation on sanitation and health and 
rodents. 
He learns, for instance, that rats 
are worth 5 cents apiece and th at the 
city will pay him that much for every 
rat, dead or alive, that he can turn 
into any of the stations which have 
been established throughout the city 
for the purpose. 
He forgets on the 
spot th at he ever thought of turning 
away . 
H ere is an ex cerpt from one of the 
board of health posters, headed “ Re­ 
w ard For R ats:” 
A rew ard of 5 cents will be paid for 
every rat. dead or alive, delivered at any 
of the following stations of the health 
departm ents between the hours of 8 and 
10 a. m .: 
Portsm outh square. Bay and 
Van Ness. Thirteenth avenue and Lake 
street. 
Nineteenth and Dolores streets. 
Six teenth and B ry ant streets. Third street 
betwreen Folsom and Howard, and O’F a r­ 
rell street, near Scott. 
They must be de­ 
livered to the stations in tightly covered 
cans, labeled so as to show in w hat neigh­ 
borhood they have been caught. 
Caution.—Do not touch with the hands, 
but use tongs or a long stick. 
Traps 
should be picked up with cloth saturated 
with kerosene. 
Drop rats immediately in 
kerosene or. in the absence of this, into a 
bucket of water, where they should re­ 
main for an hour, after which they may 
be placed In the cans for.delivery .

CORN 
FROM AZTEC SEED. 


K e rn e ls Centuries C id F o u n d In S e a l ­ 
ed J a r In A n cie n t Mine. 
Through the ex periments made by 
Louis Smith of Durango, Coio., corn 
buried for centuries in the Aztec ruins 
of Colorado has l>eeu made to produce 
rem arkable new varieties, say s a Den­ 
ver special dispatch to the New York 
World. 
Mr. Smith 
recently 
finished 
gathering a crop of corn which he 
raised from seed found in the ruins of 
the Aztecs. The y ield is the heaviest 
ever recorded in the dry farm ing re­ 
gions in the vicinity of Durango, the 
ears being of great size. 
The corn is of a variety unknown to 
modern farming. Its kernels are coal 
black, the ears much larger than the 
ordinary corn. Last fall while digging 
Intone of the Aztec mines Smith came 
upon a large earthen receptacle tightly 
sealed, which on being opened was dis­ 
covered to contain shelled corn suffi­ 
cient in quantity to plant an acre of 
ground, and he sowed it early in the 
spring. 


PREPAID DIVORCES. 


The health authorities have declared 
th at the ex istence of rats In the city at 
the present time is a very serious menace 
to the health of the community . Unusual 
efforts are being made by the city and na­ 
tional authorities to procure their ex tinc­ 
tion, and to encourage their destruction 
a bounty of 5 cents lias been offered for 
each body delivered at the various offices 
of the board of health. 
The co-operation 
of every citizen is demanded at this time. 
Once we had a Chinatown and a Bar- 
bary Coast, where a danger of this kind 
w as concentrated. At the present time it 
Is scattered broadcast throughout the city , 
and any rat any w here m ay be the bearer 
of a dangerous disease to be transm itted 
by fleas to a hum an being. 
Rupert Blue, passed assistant sur­ 
geon, commanding the marine hospital 
service and representing the govern­ 
ment, has issued these directions and 
suggestions for ex termination: 
The employ ment 
of professional 
rat 
catchers for large establishments; trap ­ 
ping and poisoning by employ ees. 
The 
most reliable poisons for this purpose are 
phosphorus paste, arsenic and Dany sz’s 
ra t virus. 
These should be placed In rat 
holes and ra t runs and the holes carefully 
closed. 
Ex clusion of ra ts from buildings by 
closing the holes and runs in the base­ 
m ents and first floors. 
R ats enter, as a 
rule, 
by 
burrowing 
from 
below 
and 
through the openings in the walls or 
floors 
for 
the 
passage 
of 
plumbing. 
These openings should fit the pipes ex ­ 
actly and should be surrounded with ce­ 
m ent or brick. 
Tin or sheet metal of 
some kind should be used to cover holes 
In wooden floors. Ex posed food is a great 
attraction to rats and householders will 
find th at “No food, no rat,“ Is ax iomatic. 
And San Francisco is killing rats and 
putting crooks and grafting politicians 
and corporation bribe givers In jail 
all at once and never for an Instant 
losing her ’head.

Judge Holt has during the 
last few y ears granted many divorces 
and recently upon m aking an investi­ 
gation discovered that not more than 
half of them had been lifted, the costs 
still being owed to the county officials. 
Many of the couples have married 
without lifting the papers under the 
Impression th at the decrees were final. 
Judge Holt declares that the decree is 
not final until the costs are paid and 
the papers lifted and that he will com­ 
pel all couples in future to pay the 
costs in advance when they come to 
his court for divorces.

The rooms 
are prettily decorated with wicker fur­ 
niture, and light, fuel and drinking 
w ater are furnished. 
The only thing 
to be provided is the food at the com ­ 
missary stores. 
“The servant question is to the front 
in Panam a as elsewhere, and the ex ­ 
perienced housekeepers have to train 
their servants. 
T hat will be one of 
the questions that w ill come up in the 
household 
departm ents of 
the 
new 
clubs. 
The servants are all colored. 
The native cooking is too oily to suit 
our tastes. Dut the servants do w’ell 
after they are trained. 
Some of the 
y ounger married women have domestic 
tragedies before their servants have 
been properly educated. 
“One of these tragedies happened to 
one of the colony of four y oung m ar­ 
ried women who with their husbands 
are at Camp Elliott, where the marines 
are stationed. 
H er mother, who lives 
at Cristobal, the Atlantic side of the 
isthmus, had sent her a big porter­ 
house steak, some fresh green lettuce 
and tomatoes. 
You must know’ th a t 
like the ex periences of the governors 
of North and South Carolina, it Is a 
long time betw’een steaks on the isth­ 
mus. 
This one had come from the 
States, and it was a treasure. 
“ ‘I never w as very fond of ex am ­ 
ining raw meat,’ the y oung woman 
said in telling the story , ‘but I assure 
y ou we almost caressed that steak.’ 
“She took it to the kitchen and told 
the cook that it was to be served for 
dinner and left her to give out invita­ 
tions. 
Such dainties as th at are not 
to be eaten alone. 
Directions for the 
cooking w’ere to be given later, but at 
11 o’clock the m istress w’ent into the 
kitchen on another errand and discov­ 
ered to her horrpr that the precious 
steak, the lettuce and the tomatoes 
were all in a pot together boiling hard. 
“The poor y oung bride sat dowrn 
and wept, then telephoned for her hus­ 
band. w ho came up and rescued the 
half cooked dinner, but too late. 
“ ‘And I was going to send y ou a leg 
of lamb,* said the mother of the bride 
as she heard the story , ‘and now’ I 
don’t dare.’ 
“One little woman said at a club 
meeting, after they had been well or­ 
ganized. speaking to one of the offi­ 
cers: 
“ ‘You don’t know* w hat this club 
means to me. 
I had been here two 
months, and I did not know any one. 
Then I received the card inviting me 
here. 
Now’ i know’ y ou all, y ou all 
speak to me, and when I go to the

7, reaching her destination on Sept. 13. 
Arriving on the isthmus, she set about 
her work. The organization w’as com­ 
pleted in the five weeks Miss Boswell 
was on the isthmus. The eight clubs, 
which 
are known by the 
towns in 
which 
they 
are 
located, 
are the Gor- 
gona, Culebra, Empire. Cristobal, Ga 
tun, Paraiso, Pedro Miguel and An­ 
con. The federation, which is making 
arrangem ents to join the General Fed­ 
eration of W omen’s Clubs of the Unit­ 
ed States, Is called the Canal Zone 
Federation of W omen’s Clubs. 
The 
womeu of the smaller towns join the 
larger town clubs. 
“There are four departm ents in the 
clubs,” said Miss Boswell—“home, ed­ 
ucation, 
philanthropy 
and 
literature 
and music together. Under those heads 
we can cover almost every thing. Un­ 
der the first departm ent nurses from 
the hospitals will give instruction in 
home nursing, and the women are also 
greatly interested in gardening and 
beautify ing their houses. They are in­ 
terested In providing better education­ 
al facilities for their children, and un­ 
der the education head comes personal. 
work, and the study of Spanish w ill be 
undertaken in the clubs.” 
Mrs. George W. Goethals, w ife of the 
chairman of the canal commission, is 
president. Mrs. Lorin C. Collins is the 
first vice president and will be the 
chief worker.
